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If you put a little of this laft Liquor into thefirft, k will 
give a fine rediflb Colour, without making it troubled or cau* 
itog any other feoiible Alteration. 

If inftead of this Wine mixed with Acids^ youpuc to the 
fiift Ibme Drops of any volatile Alcali's/ as of Spirit of Sd 
Armoniack^m other^it will give a Green Colour to the Infufion. 

The Twofirft mencionedLiquors were brought to a Meet- 
ing of the Royal Society by Monfieur Geofrcy^ one of their 
Members^ Where the firft Experiment above-recited being 
made, itfucceedcd according to Expe<5l:ation.

Q EEDS to clarifie Water ^ {mi. Fig. 8.) Thefe See^s I have 
»^ feen come feveral times heretofore from the Coaft of O* 
vomanddznd Malabar^ where they are u(ed for che clarifyiog 
Water. They are about the Bignefs of a fmall Pea, only 
broader and flatter, having StrU run from their Center af- 
ter the manner of the common NuxVomkaThtbtdi Account 
I have had of the way of ufing them was from Dr, gr#2i;^,who 
h'ved in the £^y?-I«//i^i feme time , he fays they rub or grate 
them on the bottom of afmall Earchen Bafen, wherein is con- 
tained fbme Water. This Water and Powder is put into a 
large Quantity of muddy^ or foal Water, which is by this 
clarified. 
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Nux pepka feu faba fancli Ignatii. This is figured No. 7. 
..«ing about the bignefs of a Nutmeg, and Triangular. This 
iFruit is very much efteemed in the fUUpfine Iflands for the 
Core of many Diftempsrs, as will be more ac large feen in the 
mxt Tranfacftion , wherein is defigo'd to be publilfted 
from Mr. Eucklf ^ a further Account of it ^ and the De- 
kription and Figure of. its Leaves, Flower, &€, drawn 
and lent from the Philippine IHmds, where it grows, by Father 
Kamdi, to Mr. Ray mid Mr. Pettwer^ Fdlov^s of the Royal 
Society.
